Police reinforcements rushed 
to the scene and drove back the 
rioters. After the streets had 


been ¢leared, firemen put out 
the blaze. Damage to the library 
was not known immediately, but 
books were burned. 
The rioting began when op- 
position parties in Amman with- 
drew from today’s Jordan elec- 
tions, complaining of govern- 
ment. interference. Authorized 
political parties were to have 
taken part in a Jordan election 
for the first time. Previously, 
candidates campaigned as in- 
dividuals unaffiliated with any 
group. 
A government communique 
earlier reported “a number of 
casualties” in Amman after 
clashes between security forces 
and “members of extremist non- 
parties.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Like all liberals, to stress a point 
you state only the points that support 
your contention. 

Take the TVA for example—you 
always defend that and other Gov- 
ernment projects and operations 
against private enterprise. 


The Authority reports an income 
of $104,877,869 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1954. The expenses 
shown, are listed as $85,583,760; thus 
by those figures making an apparent 
profit of over $19,000,000. On the 
strength of these figures, TVA is 
claiming that it is doing better in 
the power field than private enter- 
prise, hence deserves to be trusted 
with the building and operation of 
that moot steam power plant. 

But something should be consid- 
ered and this is what you neglect 
to point out in your articles favoring 
TVA. Had TVA been under private 
operation it would have been called 
upon to pay $76,205,028 in taxes, plus 
interest and amortization on the orig- 
inal investment totaling $34,626,185. 
Thus the operation under private 
taxpaying management would have 
shown a loss ef over $91,500,000 
during the year. 

Those who advocate putting the 
Missouri river power production un- 
der an authority should ponder 
these figures. TVA sells power to 
the region it serves at a low figure, 
but that is made possible because 
taxpayers of the country first provide 
the money to build the plant and 
then to carry the operations without 
requiring any tax contributions or 
amortization of debt. The same would 
be true anywhere an authority is op- 
erating under the same kind of set 
up. | 
Pow would you like to see a news- 
paper set up here like the TVA is and 
sell dailies for 1 cent and Sunday 
papers for 5..cents, prices that pre- 
vailed before the wars? The Post- 
Dispatch would not last very long.

To the Farm Belt 


President Eisenhower's farm speech in Indian- 
apolis had been billed as ‘“‘non-partisan,” but the 
Republican National Committee knew what it 
was doing when it bought radio and television 
time. This was unquestionably a political farm 
speech. 

The President played upon the leading themes 
of the Republican campaign—peace in Korea, a 
tax cut “equivalent to” $180 for every family, 
honest government, inflation brought under con- 
trol. And he made a spirited political defense of 
his farm policy, even repeating the Kasson, 
Minn., phrase about 100 per cent of parity in the 
market place, which means 100 per cent of 
parity if the farmers can get it. 

There is every reason, of course, why a Re- 
publican President who is asking the country 
to ‘elect a Republican Congress should make a 
political speech addressed to the farm belt, and 
we don't know why the White House advertised 
this one otherwise. But a political speech can 
hardly be expected to give the whole story, and 
that was true of the President's Indianapolis 
address. 

* * . 

For example, there was a certain amount of 
juggling with the statistics on farm purchasing 
power. Mr. Eisenhower said the parity ratio 
went down, in the two years before he took 
office, by 19 points. To get this figure, his speech 
writers evidently compared figures for two par- 
ticular dates. 

Farmers do not, however, sell all their prod- 
ucts and buy all their consumer goods at one 
particular date, and so the Department of Ag- 
riculture statistics which show the average 
parity ratio year by year present a somewhat 
different picture. They show that the parity 
ratio was 99 per cent in 1949, 100 in 1950, 107 
in 1951, 100 in 1952 and 92 in 1953. The most 
recent figure for a particular date is 88 for 
Sept. 15, 1954. 

Any way you Slice them, the statistics indubli- 
tably do show that the farmer’s economic position 
has worsened, under both Democrats and Re- 
publicans, since the peak of his war prosperity. 

This is due in part to a decline in farm prices, 
and even more to a rise in the prices of things 
the farmer buys. Thus the President said that 
a tractor which cost 800 bushels of corn in 1947 
cost 1300 bushels by the end of 1952. What he 
did not ‘add was that this trend continued in 
1953 and 1954, so that the tractor today costs a 
good deal more than 1300 bushels of corn. 

~- * «“ 

Yet the President was perfectly right in 
pointing out that all this has taken place under 
a system of “high and rigid” price supports, and 
in arguing that such a system does not really 
protect the farmer against the effects of un- 
marketable surpluses. He was right in defend- 
ing flexible price supports (though not by name) 
as a means of “realistically adjusting farm pro- 
duction to markets.” 


Where some of his listeners must have parted 
company with him was in his confident predic- 
tion that by accepting lower price supports 
farmers will “begin the movement toward full 
parity in the market place.” | 


There is no assurance that price supports at 
any level are the solution to the farm problem, 
nor that full employment can be maintained 
without some Government assistance to the farm 
economy. Finding a workable substitute for price 
supports may be the challenge for the future. 
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It All Depends on When 


“I was amazed at the flagrant violation of the 
Sunday liquor law and we agreed the violation 
should be stopped immediately.”

We are all in favor of police judges and police

a flagrant violation of the Sunday liquor law 
should be stopped immediately. But in this case 
his dedication to duty would have been more 
impressive had he stopped the violation before, 
rather than after, enjoying an illegal drink. 
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Worse and Worse 

Senator McCarthy may be out of the cam- 
paign but McCarthyism is not. Heretofare used 
against Democratic nominees, including former 
Senator Tydings of Maryland in.1950 and for- 
mer Senator Benton of Connecticut in 1952, it 
is now doing its worst against former Congress- 
man Clifford P. Case, Republican nominee for 
the Senate in New Jersey. 

Mr. Case is a man of high standards. He is also 
a man of courage. So the voters of New Jersey 
would know just where he stands, he told them 
when he became a candidate that he would op: 
pose the retention of Senator McCarthy as a 
committee chairman in the event of Republican 
control of the Senate next January. 

This forthright declaration infuriated the Mc- 
Carthyites. Working with the Old Guard in New 
Jersey, they have been warring on Mr. Case for 
weeks, and far hardet than on his progressive 
Democratic opponent, Congressman Charles R. 
Howell. Senator McCarthy singled Mr. Case out 
for special denunciation a few days ago and 
said in effect that something would come out 
soon on the Republican nominee. 

This something turns out.to be a smear on 
Mr. Case's sister, Miss Adelaide Case, a teacher 
at Cranbrook, Mich. The Newark Star-Ledger 
quotes sources “close to the Wisconsin legisla- 
tor” as saying that Miss Case “had been in 
Communist front organizations.” Before Mr. 
Case could defend himself, his Democratic op- 
ponent denounced “the back street campaign” 
and said that in New Jersey “we don’t need any 
fake evidence or cropped photographs.” 

If the New Jersey G.O.P. smearers have 
nothing more on Mr. Case than this, they have 
nothing at all, In the first place, the “charge” 
runs not against him but against his sister, 
who is not a candidate for office. In the sec- 
ond place, some newspapers report that not 
even his sister, but another Adelaide Case may 
be involved, And in the third place, mere mem- 
bership in an organization that was infiltrated 
by’ Communists provés not a thing unless the 
person knew about the infiltration. Some very 
prominent business men and conservative polit- 
ical leaders have been innocent members of 
such groups. 

' We are glad to see that Vice President Nixon 
has come strongly to. Clifford Case’s defense. 
We are glad to note that Mr. Nixon finds the 
New Jersey smear artists “offend the American 
sense of fair play” by an “attack so low.” , 

Aqually, this is a case of dirty tactics g 
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home to roost. McCarthyism and its character 
assassination were all right as long as they were 
damaging someone else. But now the tables are 
turned. The condoners and apologists are learn- 
ing the truth of an old saying: Those who play 
with fire get burned. 

Meantime the spearhead of the New Jersey 
Old Guard, former Congressman Fred A. Hart- 
ley, has decided after all to appeal for write-in 
votes to cut down Mr. Case's total. Taking to 
TV again, Mr. Hartley asks voters to write in 
his name on the Republican ticket. So the G.O.P.

The Experts Report 

Most of the things that the Urban Land Insti- 
tute experts said about the St. Louis area's traf- 
fic and parking problems have been said before, 
but it is worth while that an outside group with 
a fresh outlook should say them, It is especially 
worth while that the research agency should 
wind up its five-day study of St. Louis with 
blunt criticism for the confplacency which has 
let too many civie problems wait too long for 
solution. 

The experts touched on two phases of the 
traffic-transit problems which are soon to come 
up for decision. Speaking of the need to 
strengthen public transportation, Warren L. 
Morris of Cleveland noted that busses and street 
cars are in competition with private automobiles, 
yet are as necessary as ever to efficient move- 
ment of people. He suggested relaxation of fran- 
chise fees as a means of relieving public transit 
of “undue” tax burdens. 

If privately owned transit corporations are re- 
lieved of taxes, however, other privately owned 
corporations may have an equal claim to similar 
relief. Some cities—notably Mr. Morris’s own 
City of Cleveland—have met this problem by 
putting transit into public ownership. How St. 
Louis will meet it remains to be seen, but citi- 
zens of the metropolitan area will get a chance 
to vote next January on their freeholders’ pro- 
posal to establish a Metropolitan Transit Author- 
ity, instructed to study the whole situation and 
recommend answers. 

With the Institute experts’ recommendation 
for telescoping the 20-year expressway program 
into five years or less, every St. Louisan who 
has studied this program will surely agree. 
Mayor Tucker made the same suggestion only 
a few days ago, and he confronts the exacting 
job of finding ways and means to carry it out. 

The experts tell us that the three proposed 
expressways are generally well located to pro- 
vide maximum traffic relief, though they would 
like to see the Ozark route somewhat closer to 
Gravois. They may be right, but old settlers 
hereabouts know that too much valuable time 
has already been lost in arguing over routes, 
and they are inclined to settle on the locations 
now favored by the Missouri Highway Commis- 
sion for the sake of getting started on con- 
struction. 

In any case St. Louis certainly needs all three 
expressways right now, not 16 or 20 years from 
now. City and county officials should concert 
their efforts to that end. 


‘The Raid Begins? 

The Board of Aldermen has approved salary 
increases of $35 to $50 a month for Sheriff 
Tozer’s 92 deputies and other employes. A simi- 
lar bill was vetoed by Mayor Tucker only last 
June on the wholly proper grounds that the 
proposed scales would give the employes of this 
patronage office more than they would receive 
in private industry or in city merit-system jobs. 


The new measure, too, ought to be vetoed. If 
it is signed, it will be the signal for the Alder- 
men to proceed with additional salary increase 
measures covering the other patronage offices. 
These, of course, are all occupied by good Dem- 


ocrats, and the Board of Aldermen is over- 


whelmingly Democratic. 
_It will take some backbone for a Democratic 
Mayor to turn down this grab, but Mr. Tucker 


has his own good precedent to guide him.

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Childish and Undignified 


There must be ways to express the official 
United States policy toward Communist China 
without making this country look silly. Our dele- 
gation to the U.N. did not come off so well in 
the case of the Chinese complaint about Formosa. 


Although 37 previous communications from 
Peiping have been circulated to all U.N. mem- 
bers, the American delegation asked Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold not to circulate this 
one. The Secretary General rejected this pe- 
culiar request. Whereupon the American delega- 
tion, receiving its copy of the Chinese complaint, 
sent it back unread, with a few stiff words about 
the Peiping regime. 

Whatever the merits of the Formosa com- 
plaint and of American policy on China, isn’t 
this a rather childish and undignified way for 
a great, big nation to behave. Surely the Ameri- 
can case on the Formosa question and other 
items of dispute with Peiping is strong enough 
to withstand any arguments or propaganda which 
the Chinese may advance. That being so, our 
delegation gains nothing and loses much by 
adopting a stiff-necked attitude toward commu- 
nications from Peiping—especially when it is 
not in a position to stop those communications 
anyway. , 
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Truce on the PX Front 


Together with good housing and family medi- 
cal care, well-stocked post exchanges and ships’ 
stores are among the fringe benefits of the mili- 
tary life. 

It is good news, therefore, to learn from The 
New York Times that the PXs and the retailers 
who had been after their skins have fallen into 
a kind of rapport. The PXs do some $400,000,000 
worth of business each year. The thought of lost 
potential profits in that turnover has been a 
source of agony to many a retailer. Many a re- 
tailer near an Army post has loaded on all the 
traffic will bear. 


In 1949,+in response to mounting criticism 
from merchants, the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee drew up a list of items that properly could 


be sold in PXs. That list has st up despite 
pot shots by those who expected new Admin- 
istration in Washington to do them some good.

The current truce along the PX front probably 
flows from that refusal, plus the fact that the 
services, in fear of being forced to sharply cur- 
tail PX activity, have been bending over back- 
ward to avoid antagonizing the retailers. The 
PX serves a useful and important purpose. 
And so long as the families of soldiers, sailors 
and airmen must live on the comparatively low 
pay scale of the services they will not be doing 
much business with civilian merchants. A.

Missouri Negro educator started it 45 years ago with two boys 
on a log under a cedar tree; now Laurence Jones's school for 
underprivileged Negro boys and girls in Mississippi is known 
worldwide; has a fine 1600-acre campus and a long waiting list.

Piney Woods school in deep Missis- 
sippi stands as a monument to the pa- 
tience and love of its founder, S.U.I, 
graduate Dr. Laurence C. Jones. 


These two qualities have inspired the 
loyalty and devotion of a corps of work- 
ers who have sacrificed homes and 
salaries to carry on the work of edu- 
coins underprivileged Negro boys and 
girls. 

The workers have come to the school 
to help their race—many to assist Dr. 
Jones in aiding 
others as he has 
aided them. 

Dr. Jones — his 
full name is Lau- 
rence Clifton Jones 
—was born in 1883 
in St. Joseph, Mo. 
He was the first 
Negro to graduate 
from the Marshall- ~ 
town high school in 
Marshalltown, Iowa. 

Dr. Jones worked 
his way through the 
University of Iowa 
and graduated in 
1907. Then he came 
South to teach. He founded Piney 
—" school in Piney Woods, Miss., in 


Just Wanted to Help 


All over the United States and, in- 
deed, in other parts of the world, the 
name Laurence Jones has become syn- 
onymous with Piney Woods school. 

“I simply wanted to help the poor 
colored folk who had no hope to better 
their condition in any way so long as 
they were ignorant,” says Dr. Jones.

“Three boys came to me to get some 
‘larnin’. They were grown young men - 


and could not read. They knew nothing 
about , yet they had to make 
their living from picking cotton. They 
could not figure. Therefore, they did 
not know what they could get for their 
labor or whether they got it. I simply 
wanted to help.” a4 

A good part of the world today knows 
that Dr. Jones and the boys on a log 
under a cedar tree were the beginning 
of Piney Woods school. 

Dr. Jones has never directly asked 
anyone for money, yet today the school 
has a 1600-acre campus and buildings 
that are substantial and adequate. : 

“There has never been any field agent 
employed to gather in students, yet the 
school has a long waiting list of appli- 
cants. 

Piney Woods amazes its founder quite 
as much as the thousands of visitors 
who come each year. 


When Dr. Jones came South in 1907, 


it was | pg td dangerous to attempt 
to build a school for Negroes in the 
piney woods section of: Mississippi. 


How he escaped being lynched or 


whipped and driven out of the country, 
why his school was not blown to pieces 


by poor whites who did not understand 
what hé wanted to do and who had the 
dynamite ready and expected to use it, 
no one knows. 


There are a number of white people 
in these parts who can tell their part 


in preventing these tragedies. 


From the first, Dr. Jones was deter- 
mined to get along. Bits of advice given 
to. him by friends of both races did not 
go unheeded. 


In all probability, Dr. Jones has more 
white friends than any other Negro in 
the country. The fact that he is per- 


-mitted to operate a school for Negroes 


with a large proportion of white teach- 
ers living on the campus is positive 
proof that he has friends among the 
white folk in the South. 


White teachers have been ordered 
away from other Negro schools or re- 
quired to live off campus. Here, we 
work together with no thought of the 
color problem. We are far too busy to 
be concerned with who’s who. 


A bit of advice from a Negro friend 
has stuck too. “When you've got your 
fist in a lion’s mouth, ‘taint no use to 
start roarin’ and tearin’. You jest ease 
it out the best way vou can.’ 

The hospitality of his home has 
broken down many barriers. Observing 
all the traditional Southern customs, he 
never eats with Southern white friends 
unless they compel him to do so. Some 
I have known have refused to accept 
his hospitality unless he ate at the 
table with them. 


Other examples of broken barriers 
include the visits of the Lions club 
from the county seat for two succes- 
sive years for Ladies’ night. 

The members have banqueted in our 
dining hall while our students have en- 
tertained them; they have visited the 
library, the dairy and other industries: 
they have been entertained in the 
wer with historical pictures of the 
school,

Committee Agrees 


Union Problems. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (UP) 
~The CIO and AFL moved 
quickly today to carry out an 
agreement by their leaders to 
merge the nation’s two largest 
labor organizations, 


A subcommittee has been ap- 
pointed to draft a blueprint for | 


the new organization. Leaders 
of both groups were optimistic 


that the long-sought merger 


would be achieved soon. 
A CIO-AFL unity committee 


announced yesterday that it 
unanimously decided “to create 
a single trade union center in 
America through the process of 
merger which will preserve the 
integrity of each affiliated na- 
tional and international union.” 

AFL President George Meany 
said he “certainly” thinks the 
two huge unions will be able tu 
merge by the end of. next year. 
CIO President Walter Reuther 
did not predict when the merger 
will be accomplished, but he 
also was optimistic about the 
move. 

Merge Parent Bodies First. 

The unity committee, to elimi- 
nate one obstacle, agreed to 
merge the two parent bodies 
first and then work out jurisdic- 
tional and other problems be- 
tween individual rival unions. 

Under the agreement, the 
CIO and AFL each will name 
three members to a subcommit- 
tee to draft a framework for 
the new single body. The sub- 
committee also will recommend 
machinery to settle jurisdic- 
tional problems and other dif- 
ferences between individual CIO 
and AFL unions. 

The unity committee agreed 
to guarantee the separate iden- 
tity of all member unions within 
the new merged organization. 
This will leave it up to individ- 
ual unions representing workers 
in similar fields to decide 
whether to continue as separate 
unions or merge. 

Thus the CIO Textile Workers 
eould remain separate within 
the new parent body or merge 
individually with the AFL Tex- 
tile Union.

Churches of the denomination 
in the area, 36 in the city and 
16 in the county, are asked to 
raise a total of $43,100 of the 
annual budget, the rest to come 
from individuals, out-of-town 
churches and organizations. 


The federation’s city mission 
work supports Caroline Mission; 
Fellowship Center, 902 Tyler 
street; the work at John Cochran 
Housing Project at 1121 North 
Ninth street, and chaplains’ serv- 
ices at City Hospital and Mal- 
colm Bliss Hospital. 

The Rev. Dr. William Rogers, 
Protestant chaplain at City Hos- 
pital, is supported by the federa- 
tion. His wife, Mrs. Ruth Rogers, 
who is his assistant at the hos- 
pital; is supported by the Metro- 
politan Church Federation. 

A proposal for revision of the 
constitution of the Evangelical 
and Reformed Federation was 
outlined to the meeting by the 
Rev. John L. Schmidt of Fried- 
ens Church, chairman of a 
special committee. He explained 
that the proposed revision would 
enable churches of the federa- 
tion to contribute more effective- 
ly to the total Protestant city 
missions program.

$10,000 Bond Set in 

Miami Murder — De- 
| fense Declines Im- 
| mediate Trial.

MIAMI, Fla., Oct. “6 (AP)— 
James T. Roberts, Baltimore at- 
torney, was free today in $10,000 
bail to await trial on charges 
of murdering his daughter, 7- 
year-old Judith Ann. 

He won freedom after a two- 


habeas corpus issued by Circuit 
Judge Pat Cannon yesterday. 

The judge ruled that the state 
of Florida had not shown “the 
proof of his guilt was evident 
nor is the presumption great 
enough to continue holding him 
in jail.” 

Cannon, who has been as- 
signed to try the murder case, 
offered Roberts a chance to 
stand trial “tomorrow, if you 
want to.” Saul T. Von Zamft 
representing Roberts, declined. 

Judith Ann Roberts was kid- 
naped from the home of Mrs. 
Roberts’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Rosenberg, on the night 
of July 6. Her body was found 
in a palmetto thicket at dawn 
next day. Rosenberg’s Car, 
which had been stolen, was 
found nearby. 

Chief witness for Roberts was 
Mrs. Dorothy Ann Lawrence, a 
Baltimore waitress who came to 
Florida with the Roberts family 
‘early in July to seek a divorce. 

She testified that she was 
with Roberts most of the night 
of July 6, making a tour of 
Miami nightspots. She said 
they were together continuously 
until about 2 a.m. that night ex- 
cept for a 15-minute period 
when she was nauseated and 
went to a restroom. 

Another witness, real estate 
broker and self-styled private 
detective Clark Wood, testified 
that he saw ‘“‘a large man” whom 
he identified as Roberts near the 
spot where the body was found. 
He said the man was standing 
beside a parked car in which an 
unidentified woman was seated. 

Rosenberg, the child’s grand- 
father, testified that he felt, “she 
was not to be murdered” but 
kidnaped and “something went 
wrong.” He said he felt Roberts 
was implicated in the case.

A gift of $1000, intended to} 
stimulate more rural medical 
practice, was announced today 
at a luncheon at the Sheraton 
Hotel in connection with a work- 
shop in religion and rural life 
sponsored by the Friends of the 
Land at St. Louis University. 

The $1000 check was the gift 
of Dr. J. P. Gibbel, an Ohio 
country doctor, who was unable 
to attend the workshop. It was 
presented by Stanley Hamilton 
of Richmond, Ind., executive 
secretary of the Rural Life As- 
sociation. 

Dr. Gibbel, for several years 
a medical missionary in Africa, 
returned to his native Green- 
ville, O., feeling that the Amer- 
ican’ countryside also lacked 
adequate medical services.

Decline in Top-Ranking Blue 
Chips of Group Reflects 
Many Things.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16 (UP)— 
Railroad shares shone like bright 
headlights in the stock market 
during the past week.. The rail 
average gained 55 cents and was 
within just a little more than 
two points of the high since 1930 
while the industrials fell a full 
1014 points, their worst decline 
since the ‘start of the Korean 
war. The drop in the top-rank- 
ing blue chips of the group mak- 
ing up the industrial average 
reflected many things. Many 
said it was election jitters. But 
the market experts held that the 
rise had been overdue and that 
the list needed a correction. 
Prices dropped steadily and 
even the strength in the recently 
backward rails failed to buoy up 
sentiment. The losses looked 
larke because they were per- 
sistent. But the experts held 
that the gap soon could be filled 
if the market behaved according 
to its recent custom of making 
a quick recovery. Some of the 
market men held that this time 
it might not do that because of 
the prolonged rise and the un- 
certainties of the immediate fu- 
ture. Some of them felt that 
the upturn in the blue chips 
had run its course and that the 
next burst of strength would be 
in the lesser lights. 

Gains in Rail List. 
Gains in rails came without 
benefit of higher car loadings. 
-| They were helped by talk of 
higher earnings for the car- 
riers from this point out. The 
decline in utilities reflected, it 
was said, the prospect of lower 
yields for that group with prices 
high and little chance of obtain- 
ing further rate increases. In 
the industrial group, the hardest 
hit included many of the top- 
ranking issues such.as General 


68 | Motors, the oils and steels. These 


were hard hit in the Thursday 
session. 

Trading dipped moderately 
from the previous week. It to- 
taled 10,586,690 shares, a daily 
average of 2,117,338 shares, 
against 10,787,563 shares, a daily 
average of 2,157,512 shares in 
hy previous week. 

The industrial loss this week 
was nearly equal to the drop in 
the whole month of August 
which was the widest drop of 
the year. The industrial average 
closed at 353.20, off 10.57 points 
on the week and off 11.23 points 
from the year’s high, the high 
sincg Sept. 19, 1929. The rails 
closed at 118.36 up 0,55 and util- 
ity 58.81, off 1.76 points. 

Favorable News. 

Business news was seen as 
favorable and several corpora- 
tions issued favorable earnings 
reports. 

Steel operations rose to their 
best level since last June. Oil 
output continued high. Building 
exceeded the previous week. 
Retail trade held well. Car load- 
ings declined. Coal output rose 
to its best level in four months. 
Electricity output made a contra- 
seasonal advance. 

Union Pacific featured the 
rails and rose five full points. 
Royal Dutch was up 3% in the 
oils. U.S’ Gypsum gained 734 
in the building section. Ameri- 
can Potash jumped 8%. West- 
ern Maryland issues got into 
action when the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission accepted the 
company’s recapitalization plan. 
The common was up 2% and the 
preferred 744 points.
